T he Duluth News Tribune recently carried the story of Har­ 
old S. Starin, a Duluth architect, who had been in business in 
the state. 
They had opened a branch office in Florida and had 
contracted for a large amount of work. 
They will complete what 
contracts they took, but are uncertain about continuing their busi­ 
ness there. 
The great flood of buyers reached the peak and the tide is 
now retreating. 
Here is an incident mentioned by Mr. Starin: 
“The subdivision in which we have been building is a good exam­ 
ple. We are building an apartment house on a lot IOO by IOO feet. 
The owner paid $38,500 for the* lot. It is 2Vs> miles from the near­ 
est town, a village of about 3,000. 
It is nothing but a tract of 
sand, and there is nothing on this 500-acre subdivision but tho 
buildings we built to house workmen employed on this apartment 
building, and maybe a few other small buildings. 
There isn’t a 
street into the property, and there are no improvements. 
“The apartment house is half finished and the owner has 
been unable to finance the rest of it. 
It is standing there hair’ 
finished and exposed to the weather. 
“What induced people to pay such prices for such property? 
Ii is safe to say that 95 per cent of the purchasers of lots in 
this subdivision bought with the expectation of selling again al 
a profit. 
And that is quite generally the case all over Florida. 
And now they are finding they can’t sell at a profit, and in some 
cases not at all. The first hint of a letup came in November. 
By 
December it was quite widespread, and today there is a most de­ 
cided change from last fall. 
The embargo still exists nominally, 
but actually the lumber yards are stocked with material, whereas 
last fall we had to beg or almost steal a few two-by-fours. 
We 
actually hired trucks to scour the state for building material 
wherever they could find it. 
Today the companies will send your 
stuff on a memorandum to be paid for when used, they are so 
mxious to get rid of it. 
“It is no longer difficult to get hotel accommodations, and it 
is by no means difficult to get labor. 
In short, the Florida boom, 
as a boom, is over. 
It will always be a nice place to go to in tin' 
winter and undoubtedly the state has many resources which will 
be developed, but the bubble has burst.’’ 
The most unusual thing connected with the Florida stampede 
is that people in many cases paid such high prices for lots and 
lands. As long as the market was active and a turnover assured, 
realty prices shot to peaks unheard of. 
When the market fails 
flat, then the last man holds the bag, just as he does in any kind 
of a transaction.

BERLENBACH IS A FIGHTING CHAMPION

(United Press Sports Editor) 
New York, Feb. 9.—Whatever may be said against the artistry of Paul 
Berlenbach it certainly cannot he taken away from the light heavyweight 
champion that he is willing and is a champion of the old rough and ready 
school. 
Berlenbach is not a picture in the ring but he is impressive. He hasn’t 
the grace of a blue ribbon saddle horse but he has the power and the rather 
awkward but effective movement of a Percheron. 
In his unorthodox style, he is much like Harry Greb, the middleweight 
champion, of whom tile stylists say—"He’s terrible.” 
But Berlenbach and Greb always seem to win. 
They are of the same pattern in another respect. They are the only two 
lighting champions in the ring. 
They are the only fighters in any class who 
haven’t a list of fighters they do not care to meet. 
Berlenbach was knocked out early in his career by Jack Delaney, who 
for his pounds is perhaps the most perfect fighting machine ever developed, 
yet when Berlenbach was asked later to defend his newly won title against 
the most dangerous man in the class he did not hedge. 
He took the match 
and beat Delaney. 
He won his championship from Mike McTigue on what many critics 
thought was a hair-line decision but he was willing to try again. 
When the 
New York commission ruled that he could not fight out of his class until he 
had met McTigue, again he drove to Tex Rickard’s office and got right down 
to business. 
“Get McTigue and let me know the date,” he said. 
Rickard asked him if he would consider a match against Georges Car- 
pentier or Gene Tunney. He replied: 
“You’ve got me now. 
Get them.” 
The esteem with which Berlenbach is held by his rivals wss made known 
after the commission had ordered him to fight McTigue. 
The order caused general criticism among the writers because McTigue 
made such a miserable showing against Tiger Flowers, a middleweight. 
"McTigue,” James Farley, chairman of the commission, explained, “ie 
the only light heavyweight available. 
Billy Stabling, Eddie Huffman and 
other first class fighters refused to meet him. 
Jack Delaney, of course, is 
the outstanding contender in the class but it would not be fair to Rickard 
or to the two fighters to ask them to meet indoors.”
